Library  Report. 


To  THE  Selectmen  of  Epping,  N.  H. 

The  secretary  of  the  board  of  Library  Trustees  respectfully  sub- 
mits through  you  a  few  items  of  interest  concerning  the  Epping 
Free  PubHc  Library  for  the  consideration  of  the  people  of  the 
town. 

One  year  ago  the  library  was  just  opened  to  the  public  in  tem- 
porary quarters  with  109  volumes,  Mrs  L.  H.  Buswell  being  Libra- 
rian, Mrs.  Buswell  resigned  in  November  and  the  books  were 
called  in  to  effect  the  transfer  to  the  new  Librarian,  George  G. 
Prescott,  who  took  charge  December  ist.  December  25,  1893,  the 
books  were  moved  to  the  room  prepared  for  them  in  the  town  hall 
where,  as  before,  books  can  be  had  on  Wednesday  afternoon  and 
on  Saturday  afternoon  and  evening. 

The  Treasurer  of  the  board  has  received  in  all  from  the  Select- 
men ^50.00,  from  the  Librarian  for  fines  ^7.50,  making  $57.50,  of 
which  $40. 40  has  been  expended  for  books,  the  Selectmen  hav- 
ing kindly  paid  the  remaining  expenses. 

Three  volumes  have  been  given  by  Mrs.  M.  A.  Evans,  three  by 
C.  E.  Folsom,  one  each  by  Mrs.  G.  W.  Dearborn  and  Mrs.  L.  C. 
Piper,  28  by  H.  F.  Hoyt,  Esq.  Six  have  been  received  from  U.  S. 
Senator  J.  H.  Gallinger,  chiefly  reports,  one  from  State  Board  of 
Health.  The  Selectmen  have  placed  in  the  library  all  the  bound 
volumes  in  the  Town  Clerk's  office,  58  in  number,  and  the  Trustees 
have  purchased  53,  making  in  all  263  volumes  now  on  the  shelves, 
besides  quite  a  quantity  of  pamphlets.  The  report  of  the  Librarian 
follows  and  in  its  recommendations  the  Secretary  of  the  Board 
heartily  concurs.

REPORT  OF  THE  LIBRARIAN. 

To  THE  Trustees  of  Epping  Free  Public  Library  : 

The  Epping  Free  Public  Library  was  moved  into  its  present 
quarters  December  25,  1893,  and  is  very  pleasantly  located.  The 
room  is  large  enough  for  the  accommodation  of  the  town  for  many 
years  to  tome ;  it  needs  a  few  additions  to  make  it  quite  convenient, 
which  anyone  acquainted  with  the  business  would  see  at  once ;  a 
desk  is  very  much  needed  for  the  use  of  the  librarian,  one  of  the 
book  shelves  being  used  for  that  purpose  at  the  present  time. 

A  new  revised  catalogue  is  needed  for  general  distribution,  as  the 
last  issue  was  used  up  some  time  ago,  and  I  would  suggest  that  one 
be  issued  as  soon  as  the  next  appropriation  of  the  town  is  available 
and  the  books  can  be  purchased. 

There  have  been  204  cards  issued  to  patrons,  about  one-half  of 
which  are  out  at  the  present  time. 

The  number  of  books  loaned  for  the  year  was  1,973,  requiring 
the  handling  of  3,847  books. 

The  business  of  the  library  is  steadily  increasing  as  the  journal 
of  the  library  will  show,  and  unless  the  appropriation  of  the  town 
is  increased  the  patrons  will  soon  be  obhged  to  read  the  same 
books  over  and  over  again  or  look  elsewhere  for  their  reading 
matter. 

The  yearly  appropriation  should  be  one  hundred  dollars  instead 
of  twenty-five  in  order  to  keep  up  with  the  increasing  demand. 

The  few  volumes  left  on  the  shelves  when  so  many  are  out  make 
but  a  small  showing.  It  is  earnestly  hoped  that  there  may  be  a 
goodly  addition  of  books  from  some  source  or  other  the  coming 
year.  We  are  very  thankful  for  what  contributions  have  been  made 
and  hope  there  may  be  many  more.  No  doubt  there  are  books 
enough  in  town  that  the  owners  have  read  and  re-read,  that  they 
have  almost  forgotten  they  had  and  would  willingly  part  with,  which, 
if  they  could  be  collected  in  this  room,  there  would  be  enough  for  a 
small  library  of  themselves. 

Let  the  townspeople  visit  the  library  on  the  days  when  it  is 
open  and  see  for  themselves  what  has  been  done,  and  we  have  no 
doubt  the  empty  shelves  will  appeal  to  their  generosity  and  pride 
so  that  in  a  few  years  we  shall  have  as  good  a  library  as  other 
towns  in  the  state  of  the  same  size.

Report  of  Board  of  Health. 


To  THE  Selectmen  of  Epping  : 

The  Board  of  Health  respectfully  submit  the  following  report  for 
the  year  ending  February  15,  1894. 

Two  members  of  the  board  having  failed  to  qualify,  the  vacancies 
were  filled  by  the  appointment  of  Clark  D.  Smith  and  Luther  J. 
Holt,  who  were  qualified,  and  in  June  the  board  organized  by  the 
selection  of  Dr.  A.  C.  Buswell  as  chairman  and  secretary. 

A  set  of  rules  and  regulations  were  adopted  and  posted  in  vari- 
ous public  places  and  enforced  as  well  as  possible. 

The  following  com.plaints  were  made  and  investigated,  and  meas- 
ures taken  to  remove  the  cause  of  complaint. 

Of  the  brook  crossing  Main  Street,  on  account  of  decaying  veg- 
etable matter  thrown  into  it.  This  practice  was  ordered  to  be 
stopped,  and  the  Road  Agents  improved  the  place  considerably. 

Several  private  out-houses  were  looked  after  and  the  owners  di- 
rected to  remedy  the  defects  of  the  same. 

The  Portsmouth  Savings  Bank,  by  the  direction  of  the  board, 
put  in  a  tile  drain  from  their  stable  down  across  the  new  road  in 
the  rear,  and  Mr.  R.  Pike  connected  his  sink-drain  with  the  same, 
thus  abating  two  nuisances. 

Four  decaying  carcasses  of  dead  horses  were  reported  to  the 
board  and  taken  care  of  by  their  direction. 

The  boarding-house  grounds  of  the  Star  Brick  Co.  were  com- 
plained of  and  the  nuisance  abated. 

A  complaint  was  made  of  some  meat  refuse  and  bones  being 
thrown  into  the  river  near  the  sawmill ;  but  these  were  removed 
before  the  board  could  investigate  the  matter,  and  the  offence  has 
not  been  repeated.  The  Granite  State  Brick  Co.  has  made  im- 
provements in  drainage  by  direction  of  the  board. 

The  following  cases  of  infectious  diseases  have  been  reported  to 
the  board  : 

At  the  Camp  Ground,  2  cases  of  typhoid  fever. 

Exeter  road,  i  "  " 

Granite  State  Brick  Co's  houses,  2  "  " 

Pike's  house,  rear  of  store,  2  "  " 

Constant  house,  Brentwood  road,  I  "  " 

West  Epping,  Levrett's,  i  "  " 

Pike's  house,  Fremont  road,  i  •'  scarlatina. 

Dolliver's  house.  Plain,  i  "  " 

Beaulieu's    house,  Gossvill,  i  "  " 

These  have  all  been  isolated,  and  there  has  been  no  spread  of 
disease  from  them. 
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The  well  near  the  Pike  house  being  in  very  close  connection  with 
two  of  these  cases,  the  board  had  the  water  analyzed,  and  by  author- 
ity of  the  state  Board  of  Health  its  use  for  domestic  purposes  was 
prohibited.  One  other  well  was  also  examined  and  suggestions 
made  to  prevent  its  becoming  contaminated.  Several  complaints 
of  out-houses  at  the  Camp  Ground  were  looked  after  and  measures 
taken  by  the  management  of  this  resort  for  removal  of  the  causes 
thereof. 

In  conclusion,  we  are  sorry  to  feel  compelled  to  say  that  the  peo- 
ple seem  to  be  largely  indifferent  to  the  healthfulhess  of  their  sur- 
roundings, or  of  those  of  their  tenants,  when  but  a  few  dollars 
wisely  expended  would  benefit  their  property,  and  at  the  same  time 
go  quite  a  ways  toward  preventing,  or  at  least  decreasing,  the 
amount  of  sickness  in  any  one  locality. 

The  board  have  faithfully  endeavored  to  perform  their  duties, 
and  if  their  efforts  had  been  as  earnestly  seconded  by  those  who 
should  be  the  most  interested,  much  more  would  have  been  accom- 
plished. Dollars,  or  rather  cents,  as  against  health,  seem  to  be  of 
the  most  value,  when  someone  else  is  the  sick  man. 

The  village  suffers  seriously  from  a  lack  of  pure  drinking  water 
and  from  the  absence  of  proper  drainage,  a  condition  that  grows 
every  year  more  and  more  serious,  and  sooner  or  later  must  be  met 
by  public  appropriation  or  private  enterprise,  or  both.  Either  plan 
could  not  fail  in  a  year  or  two  of  paying  a  dividend  on  the  money 
required,  and  would  be  an  inducement  for  any  one  looking  toward 
Epping  for  a  home,  to  settle  in  its  borders. 

There  are  several  things  that  urgently  need  attention ;  one  of 
which  is  the  water-closet  in  the  town  hall,  already  a  nuisance  to 
people  frequenting  the  building  ;  another,  the  partially  completed 
sewer  that  carries  the  water  from  Stickney's  field  to  the  river ;  this 
in  its  open  part  is  a  menace  to  public  health,  and  should  be  cov- 
ered, as  the  rest  of  the  brook  has  been,  and  used  for  sewage  pur- 
poses only. 

The  board  would  recommend  that  a  flush  tank  be  placed  in  the 
toilet  room  at  the  town  hall  and  sewer  connection  be  made  with  the 
river  as  soon  as  spring  opens  and  the  ground  will  permit,  and  that 
an  appropriation  of  at  least  three  hundred  (^300)  dollars  be  made 
for  this  purpose. 

By  the  death  of  Clark  D.  Smith  in  January,  a  vacancy  occurred 
which  has  not  been  filled,  and  the  remaining  members  of  the  board 
desire  to  place  on  record  their  appreciation  of  their  late  colleague's 
faithfulness,  courtesy,  and  fearlessness  in  the  performance  of  every 
duty,  and  their  regret  that  the  pleasant  and  agreeable  association 
should  have  been  so  ruthlessly  broken.

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To  the  inhabitants  of  the  town   of  Epping    interested  in    School 

affairs  : 

The  undersigned,  members  of  the  School  Board  of  the  District  of 
Epping,  respectfully  submit,  in  accordance  with  law  and  custom, 
their  annual  report. 

The  plans  of  the  board  outlined  one  year  ago,  and  the  subdivi- 
sion of  labor  and  responsibility  in  supervising  the  various  schools  have 
been  carried  out  during  the  year  just  closing,  to  the  manifest  im- 
provement in  method  and  progress  in  the  various  divisions.  The 
adoption  of  a  regular  course  of  study,  in  force  in  all  the  schools, 
and  the  grading  of  the  schools  in  the  village,  have  been  amply  jus- 
tified by  the  results,  and  we  confidently  hope  will  prove  more  and 
more  satisfactory ;  and  that  the  High  School  will  in  a  few  years  feel 
its  effects  in  stimulating  those  who  now  only  attend  the  school  in 
their  local  division,  to  advance  one  step  further  and  so  patronize 
the  High  School  that  every  section  of  the  District  shall  be  repre- 
sented in  its  membership.  In  the  village,  progress  is  much  impeded 
by  having  the  Grammar,  Intermediate  and  Primary  grades  so  widely 
separated,  and  by  the  crowded  condition  of  the  two  lower  grades, 
which,  as  intimated  one  year  ago,  will  soon  call  for  another  teacher, 
and  the  schools  would  be  much  better  accommodated  in  a  four 
room  building,  than,  as  now,  in  three  rooms  at  some  distance  from 
each  other ;  then  also  the  teachers  of  each  grade  would  be  brought 
into  closer  sympathy  to  the  decided  advantage  of  both  teacher  and 
pupil. 

It  would  be  a  great  advantage,  also,  if  the  board  could  have  at 
command  sufficient  funds  to  continue  the  schools  to  the  close  of 
the  summer  term,  so  that  they  could  know  just  how  much  they 
could  pay  any  given  teacher  for  a  full  year's  work,  and  in  that  way 
be  able  to  engage  better  instructors  and  hold  them  throughout  the 
year.  As  it  is  now,  with  the  financial  year  ending  March  first  and 
the  hability  to  a  reduction  in  any  extra  appropriation  that  might  be 
made,  it  will  be  readily  seen  that  the  board  can  only  guarantee  a 
salary  until  March  ;  a  proceeding  from  which  the  District  has  suf- 
fered when  the  board 'has  been  obliged  to  engage  new  teachers  for 
any  of  its  divisions.  Your  board  is  of  the  opinion  that  the  time 
has  arrived  when  three  terms  should  be  given  to  each  division,  so 
that  each  school  should  furnish  from  thirty  to  thirty-four  or  thirty- 
six  weeks  per  year ;  and  that  this  might  be  done,  would  recommend 
and  ask  for  an  appropriation  of  three  hundred  dollars  in  addition 
to  that  raised  by  law.

That  the  High  School  may  be  free  to  all  qualifi  ed  to  enter  its 
classes,  the  board  would  ask  and  recommend  an  appropriation  of 
four  hundred  dollars  and  that  the  District  vote  to  make  such  a  con- 
tract with  the  trustees  of  the  Watson  Academy  fund  as  they  may 
deem  for  the  best,  so  that  the  privileges  of  that  institution  may  be- 
come available  to  the  most  indigent  family  in  our  midst,  a  measure 
whose  utility  has  been  proven  by  the  experiment  carried  out  the 
current  term  through  the  kindness  of  the  trustees  of  that  fund  in 
cooperation  with  and  seconding  the  efforts  of  the  board. 

The  sanitary  condition  of  the  school  buildings  is  not  what  it 
should  be,  and  some  measures  should  be  devised  to  remedy  defects 
already  existing  and  to  guard  against  future  danger  to  those  com- 
mitted to  the  care  of  the  teachers,  lest  we  wake  up  some  fine  morn- 
ing and  find  ourselves  obliged  to  withdraw  our  children  from  their 
studies  for  a  longer  or  shorter  period  on  account  of  impaired  health, 
an  occurrence  that  has  already  happened  in  one  or  two  instances, 
owing  to  vitiated  atmosphere  and  ill  arranged  heating  apparatus. 
We  are  pleased  to  notice  the  increasing  interest  manifested  in  most 
divisions,  evidenced  by  the  increased  number  of  visits  made  by 
parents  and  others ;  we  wish  we  could  say  the  same  of  all,  and  we 
would  impress  on  the  minds  o{  parents,  at  least,  that  in  no  better 
way  can  they  learn  just  how  the  schools  are  progressing. 

We  would  earnestly  insist  that  no  one  be  so  hasty  as  to  condemn 
a  school,  without  first  faithfully  making  a  personal  examination,  not 
by  one,  but  by  several  visits  often  repeated.
